Autos Important

The new model cars, being introduced beginning this
month, are signs of a crucial phase in the automotive trade.
In the next five or six months the retail automobile dealer is
sure to experience a critical period in his business operations.

At the end of that time, an analysis indicates, some deal-
ers will have been eliminated, and others will have pulled
through the crisis to improve their competitive positions.

In 1954, the refail automobile dealer, selling new cars,
earned less on his investment than he has since records have
been kept. In 1946 dealers made 9.39 per cent of their sales
volume, in the form of profits, wkile in 1954, that percent-
age dropped to 1.9, In 1953, it was 2.2.

It is no secret that many automobile dealers will con-
sider themselves lucky this year if they break even, and more
automobile dealers went into bankruptey in 1954 than ever
before since the National Automobile Dealers’ Association
began keeping records.

Although many automobile dealers made unusual profits
in the years immediately after World War II, they will not
hang on indefinitely at the 1.9 per cent return, If conditions
continue to deteriorate through February, as they have for
the last year, the largest turnover in retail automobile dealer-
ship seen in decades will occur and manufacturers will be
faced with a real problem in maintaining strong retail orgau-
izations throughout the country,

AFTER HOURS \

Going in and out of Hong
Kong and the port of Kowloon
across Victoria hay some 12
times since 1950, I have seen
evidence of strategic goods
(metals, silicon steels, tin plate,
steel pipe, tools, oll, ete.) golng
to Shanghai for delivery to
Communist China, I also saw
Rolls-Royce motors, parts, tires,
ete,

In May, 1051, by mutual
agreement the allles placed an
embargo on certain “strategic
materials” going to Red China,
There were indications when I
was in Hong Kong in 1950, 1051
and again in 1958 that our allies
did curtail certaln “strategic”
shipments, There were also Indi-
cations that our allies (Britain,
France, S8weden, Norway, Den-
mark, Japan, Belgium and
others) got around the embargo
agreement by shipping to so-
cailed “neutral countries,” who
In turn reshipped the “embargo
materials” to Red China with-
out actually violating the acf,
although violating the spirit ¢f
the embargo act which was in.
tended tp deprive Red China of
badly needed goods and ma-
terlals,

This reporter repeatedly men-
tioned this in this column, Pana-
ma hag been the only country
since 1951 which made real
progress in choking off this
neutral “blood-trade” from Red
China, This was also reported
in this column, with the names
of ships confiscated by Panama
and by Chiang Kai-shek's navy.

Tarly this year some of the
provisions of the 1951 embargo
were lifted by the United States
after strong pressures by our
allies. Word comes now offi-
clally from Red China that the
present embargo 1s not worth
the paper it's written on, It con-
flrms our reports right along
and the double-dealing of some

through Reuters Hong Kong,
with which press service I co-
operate annually on my trips
around the world, Communist
Chen reports that 248 foreign
vessels arrived in Shanghal be-
tween January and August,
1054, of which 188 were Brit-
ish, The rest were French,
Russlan, Polish, Dutch, Swed-
ish, Norwegian, Danish, Cze
choslovakian, Japanese, These
ships came from all major
ports of the world, The Brit-
ish ships were protected by
British warships when pass-
ing the Formosa Straits, to
prevent attacks or confiscation

Communist countries,” reports
Communist Chen,

The British Foreign offlce
still denles that the 18561 F
bargo Act is being violatec by
them. It 1§ true (they adnit)
that strategzic materialy are go-
ing to Red China on British
ships, but nsist that the sniy-
ments do not originate in Nrit-
ain or British Commonwealth
nations,

Who knows but that the re.
cent stepped-up attacks on (Jue-
moy and Formosa by Cominu.
nist China may well be from
the stockpiling of strategic ma-
terlals furnished by some of
our allies in one way or an-
other.
